in [he country who through a spirit of patriotism and in the 
practice of thrift have invested.money in war savings certifi- 
cates and war savings stamps, and H is a pity that any should 
lose a cent on (heir investments,'which are as secure as Hie 
government of the United Slates. And nothing in Ihis world 
is any more secure than that. 


But it seems thai sharpers are abroad buying up these cer- 


tificates and stamps at less lhan their face value and prcscnl- 
ing them for redemplion at (heir actual woi'lli, making in 
many cases substantial profits. 
Nolhing but ignorance and 


lolly".on the part of llio.se who thus dispose of these securties 
'make this miserable operation possible, but there are people 
foolish.enough lo be misled by the smooth tongues of the 
speculators and they pay the penalty of (heir folly by receiving j 
less for their holdings than they could obtain by stepping into 
the postoflicc, presenting (heir cerlilicales and stamps and 
calling for their money, which would be paid over to (hem 
with interest. 
• 


So common has become (he practice of buying these securi- 


ties from unsuspecting people and (hose in need of (he money 
thai Secretary of the treasury Glass has issued a warning tc 
holders of stamps and certificates. 
He says these were not 


intended to be negotiable, but for Ihc protection of (he owners 
provision was made for their redemption at any postollice 
upon len days' notice, full face value and interest being pud. 
The government prefers to have the holders retain them until 
they^malure. 
II expected that most purchasers woulij do 


this and st'ill expects that they will, luil if (here are those who 
feel that they must have the money there is a very simple way 
for them lo get it svithout sacrificing any part of il to smooth- 
tongued ;lricksters. 


One trouble is thai there are people foolish enough to be- 


lieve that ihe.government will never be able lo redeem all of 
its pledges, and these arc easy prey for the sharpers who in- 
duce them lo sell al a sacrifice. 
When (he loan drives were 


being .conducted there-were, men skeptical enough lo,believe 
thai fo,buy bonds was like throwing away money, contending 
ili'al it would be utterly impossible for the government (o ever 
repay the loans. .Of'course the number of people who be- 
lieved (his was small, for every man and woman of ordinary 
intelligence knows (hat Ihe United Stales has never yet failed 
in its promises to pay and that il is no! going to begin now.
